The 
chief difficulty was obtaining a 
business manager suitable to donors. 
Brownsville is the best baseball 
city in the Valley, or potentially 
so even though she has not entered 
the Rio Grande circuit. Lack of an 
adeq * te ball park is the chief 
drawback to the national pastime. 
IX there was a good park here, a 
good team and fans would natur- 
ally come later. 

OUT-AND-OUT -D" baseball has 
•lway* had a tough sledding in 
Texas From 1920 to 1930, numer- 
ous “D” circuits sprang up over 
the state but ncg one has survived. 
In practically every instance, “D” 
baseball was a Xinanclal failure. 
The Valley has Jed the way in a 
modified "D" league which oper- 
ates on the plan of the Nebraska 
8tate league. If there is any kind 
of "D" league that will survive In 
this section, it is the kind now in 
operation. 

Mussolini’s Losers 
PROBABLY bolstered by the brass 

spirit of Mussolini. Italy is fast 
becoming notorious in the sporting 
world as a poor loser. If there is 
anywhere the boys should keep 
their noses clean, it is in interna- 
tional competition—and Italy hasn’t 
been doing that. America got a 
taate of this petulant spirit last 
week in the N. Y.-Italy amateur 
boxing bouts. Edelweiss Rodriguez, 
hitherto undefeated Italian cham- 
pion, was treated to a neat shel- 
lacking by Louis Silica. American- 
born Italian, and the visitors raised 
a loud squawk which nearly caused 
a riot. It got so bad a few of the 
Mussolta and customers began a 
little £ileto practice, using ring- 
side fifts as targets. The visiting 

*ahgnitar:es did nothing to stop the 
^ Jaffair—rather they urged the mob 

on wdth their yammering and ex- 
ortations. Commendatore Cobi- 
anchi, leader of the Italian team, 
climbed into the ring and pulled 
his hair, stridently squawking he 
would never bring another team 
to such a count it* 

Other Examples 
NOT UNUSUAL. Just a stock 

sample. Italian teams are such 
notorious poor losers they are al- 
most shunned on the Old Conti- 
nent. Here’s one little trick they 
have worked. An Italian soccer team 
lost to a nearby little country. The 
Incensed losers shipped the victors 
a statue of Mussolini—C. O. D. In 
righteous indignation, they refused 
to take the statue out of hock. Then 
the Italians wanted to shell out 
the little country. Perhaps you 
remember the difficulty the Olymp- 
ic committee had with the Italian 
boxing team some time ago. The 
Italians and French amateurs were 
to fight recently. The Mussollnimen 
appeared in France overweight and 
the French insisted on their weigh- 
ing in at stipulated poundages. The 
Italians were highly insulted. The 
consul wired back to Rome. The 
home officials ordered the Italians 
not to fight. And they didn’t. 

AMERICAN golfers have almost 
monopolized the BrltLsh open, but 
the English are good sports. They 
didn't tear up the green when 
Tommy Armour won the other 
day. In the Oolden Gloves amateur 
tourney between Chicago and 
France, everything went off smooth- 
ly. Jean Ziggan of France won a 

hair-line decision over Freddie 
Casiero. captain of the American 
team. Casiero walked over and 
ahook the winner's hand. That's 
the proper spirit.

Bucky Himself Takes

The plight of the Detroit Tigers 

has become & serious matter to 
followers of the team. 

Due largely to injuries to Dale 
Alexander and Charley Gehringer, 
the Tigers have lost the greatest 
part of their batting punch and 
the work of the rest of the team 
has suffered accordingly. Today 
they had dropped to last place 
despite the desperate efforts of 
Manager Stanley “Bucky' Harris to 
pull them out of the slump. 

Harris, who had not played as a 
regular since he came to Detroit, 
went into the lineup himself at 
second base Monday in one of his 
numerous shakeups and for a while 
in yesteerday’s game against Phila- 
delphia it looked as if the move 
might have brought success. But 
Young Tom Bridges weakened bad- 
ly; Waite Hoyt, relief hurler, proved 
no better and behind them the 
Tigers committed four errors. As a 

result, jhe Athletics scored ten 
runs in two innings to win 12 to 3. 

The victory did not increase 
Philadelphia's margin of leadership, 
however, for Washington defeated 
Chicago 9 to 3. 'Hie other two 
American league games were rain- 
ed out. 

Cincinnati, making a determined 
effort to climb out of the National 
league cellar, made it six victories 
in their last seven games yester- 
day by trouncing the Boston Braves 
7 to 2. 

New' York accomplished the dav’s 
big killing as they took second 
place away from the Chicago Cubs 
with a 10 to 2 triumph. The league 
leading St. Louis Cardinals held 
their 4 1-2 game margin with an 
8 to 5 victory over Brooklyn.

Of His Slump 
____________ 

NEW YORK, June 10—WP)— Joe 
Vosmik, just about the classiest 
rookie of the 1931 season, has Lefty 
Grove to thank for pulling him out 
of a batting slump a lew weeks ago 
that was threatening to ruin his 
first season in the majors. 

Joe came up to Cleveland this 
spring from a background of two 
years in slow minor league company 
and a boyhood spent on the Cleve- 
land sandlots. For weeks the Amer- 
ican league's crack pitchers couldn’t 
get him out. He hit everything and 
he hit it for distance. He was the 
spring sensation, another Ty Cobb, 
a .400 hitter plus. 

"Then one day,” says Joe, a 
blonde, curly-headed kid of 21 w!Th 
a nice smile that brings out two 
deep dimples in his cheeks, "I 
marched up there and I couldn’t 
hit a thing. I couldn’t follow curves 
and I couldn’t hit a fast one If 
they laid it right on my bat. I was 
m a ternoie slump. 

"The tough thing about a slump,’’ 
explained the big-fisted 185-pound 
youngster, "is that you haven't any 
idea what’s wrong. 

"I sat on the bench awhile and 
then Lefty Grove came to town with 
the Athletics. The first two times 
I batted against him he blew the 
ball by me. I never saw anything 
like it. The only thing I could do 
was shorten my swing and punch 
at the ball. I barely pushed the 
bat into one of his fireballs and 
it bounded off the right field wall 
for a double. The next time I Just 
met It again, another hit. The slump 
was over. I've been hitting ever 
since.”
